New York Thoroughbred tracks will 
have 9 races daily in 1959, it was an- 
nounced last week by the New York State 
Racing Commission. The commission said 
the New York Association “has completed 
studies and arrangements which will, in 
its opinion, make it possible to shorten 
the time between races to such an extent 
that 9 races can be run in the time it 
now takes to run 8.” 

New York was the last major racing 
center to switch from 7 to 8 races daily. 
As recently as 1948 Jamezica presented 
7-race cards. Many other racing centers 
already have gone to 9 races. either daily 
or twice weekly, including Chicago, 
Miami, New Orleans, and some of the 
New England tracks. 


The commission also approved dates for 
the first 2 New York meetings. Jamaica 
will open the season on March 28 and 
continue for 37 days until May 9. Belmont 
Park will operate for 48 days, May 11 
through July 4. Dates for the remainder 
of the year will be delayed for several 
months until the date of the completion 
of Aqueduct is known. 

There is a chance that Jamaica’s open- 
ing will be advanced to March 25. The 
March 28 opening was set under the pres- 
ent state racing Jaw. which allows 210 
days each year in the New York City 
area. Under consideration in the Assembly 
is a bill which would increase the total 
to 215. If the bill should be approved— 
its passage already has been recommended 
by the Ways and Means Committee—the 
opening date would be advanced 3 days, 
and the dark days preceding and _ follow- 
ing the Saratoga meeting would be 
abolished. 


More on Legal Books 


The New York Times this week detected 
a waning enthusiasm for recent proposals 
to authorize off-track betting, but the 
majority leader of the New York City 
Council. Joseph T. Sharkey. said he would 
file a resolution calling for the state legis- 
lature to provide local referendums to 
decide the issue. 

Sharkey likened off-track betting to 
legalized bingo, and he added, “I don’t 
think anyone would bet with a bookie if 
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he had a chance to bet with the state.” 

Off-track betting operated by the state 
would eliminate racketeering, but even 
more important it would add $80 million 
to $160 million to the city treasury. he 
said. 

The Times guessed that Mayor Robert 
Wagner’s vigor in pushing off-track bet- 
ting would be determined largely by a 
report being prepared by his Committee 
on Off-Track Betting, appointed last fall. 
The committee has been taking testimony 
off and on since its formation, and last 
week it heard John W. Hanes. president 
of the New York Racing Association, tes- 
tify that the association still was “strongly 
opposed to the current proposals to legal- 
ize off-track betting in New York.” 


Another Plum for Plucking 


The New York State legislature this 
week was considering a measure, said to 
be ready for introduction, which would 
allow racing simultaneously at Saratoga 
and New York City. The plum held out 
by the sponsors was an additional $1.500,- 
000 in tax revenue. 

“T can’t think of any bill that would 
more adversely affect the economic climate 
of Saratoga.” said Assemblyman John J. 
Ostrander, a Schuylerville Republican. 

Racing commission chairman Ashley 
Trimble Cole, on the other hand, saw no 
drawbacks. 

“There is no reason why there cannot 
be racing at both places at the same time,” 
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he said. “I hope to be up there this Au- 
gust even if there is racing in New York 
at the same time. . . . We would have 
enough horses in both places. The 2 areas 
draw different people, and many New 
Yorkers, including myself, would continue 
to go to Saratoga.” 


MARYLAND 


The Richest 
The 1959 Preakness will be a $150,000- 


added race, it was announced this week 
by Ben and Herman Cohen and Louis 
Pondfield, officers of Pimlico race track. 
This is $25.000 more than will be offered 
in the Kentucky Derby and Belmont 
Stakes. 

The Kentucky Derby, the first race to 
carry a purse of $125,000, was boosted 
from $100,000 in 1955. The Belmont 
Stakes was for $100,000 added until the 
association 2 weeks ago said it would be 
worth $125,000 added this season. 

The Preakness. raised to $100,000 in 
1946, was cut back to $75,000 in 1949, 
$50.000 in 1950, then was increased to 
$75.000 for 1951 and 1952. In 1953 the 
value was lifted to $100,000. where it re- 
mained through 1958. 


FLORIDA 
Talk About Levelix 


Miami. Tom Kelly returned from the 
racing strip, removed his straw hat and 
promptly pitched in to help wash down 
a sturdy *Nasrullah 2-year-old colt. 

Kelly. a pleasant, soft-spoken trainer, 
was reluctant to talk about himself but 
was willing to discuss Levelix, his fast 
3-year-old filly which would be the favorite 
in the Jasmine Stakes at Hialeah Park 
that afternoon. 

Levelix. a bay filly by *Ambiorix— 
Top Level, by *Blenheim II, got to the 
races last August at Atlantic City and, 
in 5 starts, had yet to finish out of the 
money. 

She won her first start by 4144 lengths 
in 1:0944, her second by 3 lengths after 
going head-and-head with Wine Jar to 
the eighth-pole. In the Matron Stakes 
at Belmont on September 13, Levelix led 
for half a mile, then gave way to Quill 
and Rich Tradition. Her third-place fin- 
ish hardly was discouraging, considering 
the fillies which beat her and the fact 
she suffered a shin splint in the race. 
Levelix finished second to Mommy Dear 
in her last start of 1958. 

“It was my fault she got beat.” Kelly 
said. “I tried blinkers for the first time; 
I thought it would help her. But she kept 
ducking and swerving behind the winner.” 

In her first race of the winter, at Trop- 
ical Park January 6. the blinkers came 
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*Petare, which arrived in the U. S. January 
Sharpsburg. Nadir, a 3-4 favorite, almost caught *Petare at the quarter-pole, then tired and finished in third position. 


off and Levelix won decisively. She hesi- 
tated at the start— Kelly thinks the 
dropping of the flag might have upset 
her—-and was off tenth. Rushed into con- 
tention by Bill Hartack, she collared 
Marisa turning for home. and won by 
214 lengths. 


It was the first time Levelix had broken 
worse than third, and her performance 
was greatly encouraging to Kelly. 

“Off that last start. and the way she’s 
bred, I would sure think she'll go on when 
I stretch her out. I’ve never trained her 
for a distance race, so you can’t be sure. 
Itd be a tremendous thing if she did 
go on. Td sure love to have a_ stakes 
winner for Mr. Mike.” 

“Mr. Mike” is owner Michael J. Phipps. 
Levelix was bred for Phipps at A. B. 
Hancock Jr.’s Claiborne Farm, and Kelly 
lias had charge of the filly since she was 
a yearling. 

During the first part of 1958. Levelix 
gave her trainer some anxious moments. 
“She developed real slow, but the 
summer wore on she really came along. 
By the time we took her to the races we 
knew she could run.” 

As for the Jasmine, Kelly was confident 
but apprehensive. 

got all the confidence in the 
world in this filly.” he said, “but there’s 
a big bridge to cross before you win a 
stakes. I'm trying awfully hard to win a 
stakes for Mr. Phipps. and I sure hope 
today’s the day. I’m sweating out being 
6-5 against all those stakes winners. 
(There were 7 stakes winners entered in 
the Jasmine.) 

“T hate to build castles. When they 
erumble they fall on you awfully hard. 
You might say I'm confident but sweating. 
I guess it’s natural to have a little bit of 
reservation no matter how good you think 
your horse is.” 


Kelly had no immediate plans for 
Levelix beyond the Jasmine. 
“We'll have to wait until we get up 


North,” he said. “There aren't any more 
3-year-old_ filly stakes. I don’t care for 
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the idea of :unning against older horses 
in the Columbiana.” 

Kelly described Levelix as an excep- 
tionally kind filly and tremendous 
deer. “She’s just fine, doesn’t have a 
single bad habit. Doer? The best. You 
have to bale into her like she was a stud 
horse. You can train this filly authentic- 
ally.” 

Tom walked into Levelix’s stall and 
looked her over. The stoutly constructed 
filly stood quietly. “Resting like a big 
girl,” Kelly said. “She’s sure got a big 
round rump.” 

Hartack, who would ride Levelix in the 
Jasmine. is a close friend of Kelly’s — 
with good reason. It was Kelly who per- 
suaded Mrs. Ada L. Rice, for whom he 
trained in 1954, to buy Hartack’s contract. 
At that time Hartack was comparatively 
unknown. The rider’s first $100,000 win- 
ner was the Rices’ Pet Bully. in the 
1954 Washington Park Handicap. 

“T don’t have any commitment with 
Bill to ride Levelix.” Tom said, “but I 
think he’s available whenever it’s humanly 
possible. He fell in love with the filly 
first time he rode her. He was set down 
the second time we ran her, but he rode 
her in the Matron. I think he gave up a 
mount in a $100,000 stakes at Atlantic 
City to ride her that day. He kind of likes 
her, and that suits me fine.” 

In addition to 7 horses owned by 
Phipps, Kelly trains 8 horses for Leonard 
Sasso, of Pittsburgh, and 4 for Townsend 
D. Martin, of Atlantic Highlands. N. J. 

In the Jasmine, Levelix faced 13 fillies. 
including the stakes winners Indian Maid, 
Fiji. Pinecrest Miss, Lady Be Good, Ma- 
risa. Toluene. and Cobul. Levelix, which 
closed the 3-5 favorite, was in with 113 
pounds, not yet having won a stakes. 

If Kelly did considerable “sweating” 
before the Jasmine. he didn’t have to per- 
spire much once the field left the gate. 
Levelix broke alertly behind Marisa and 
Lady Be Good, casually went to the 
front on the stretch turn. and drove to 
an impressive 1%4-length victory, ridden 
out, in 1:1115.

Los ANGELEs. The best way to describe 
Round Table’s exhibition in’ the San 
Marcos Handicap at Santa Anita Park is 
to say. simply, that he was magnificent. 
Owner Travis M. Kerr later went consid- 
erably further, Asked what he thought of 
Round Table. Kerr said. “He's the great- 
est horse America has ever had!” 

It is not necessary to agree with Kerr. 
But at the ripe age of 5. with only a few 
more races before him, Round Table seems 
better now than he’s been in his 
career.

It seems a shame to retire such a horse 
at his peak, and yet. as Kerr points out. 
the mighty son of *Princequillo has a lot 
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ahead of him as a sire. Plans are to cam- 
paign Round Table until next fall. making 
his farewell race either the United Na- 
tions Handicap or the Hawthorne Gold 
Cup. Then he will be retired to A. B. 
Hancock Jr.’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky. 

Records fell like leaves in the San 
Marcos. The “Horse of the Year” set an 
unofficial (because the first part of the 
race is downhill) American turf course 
record of 1:5875 in blazing to his spectac- 
ular 5-length victory before a crowd of 
18.860. He completely shattered the old 
track record of 1:58445 that had been 
shared by Alidon, Ekaba. 
Maney. 

It was the second-fastest mile and one- 
quarter ever run, topped only by *Noor’s 
world record of 1:5815. set in 1950 at 
Golden Gate. and it was the fifth time 
Round Table had run the distance under 
2:00. His earnings. another world record. 
jumped to $1,363,189. And the race put 
an end to the so-called jinx that no horse 
could win at Santa Anita with more than 
130 pounds in the saddle. 

Despite Round Table’s early fractions, 
which would have killed off most horses, 
trainer Bill Molter said he was never 
worried about the outcome. 

“No horse will ever beat Round Table 
from behind.” he said. 

No Drag Downhill 

Round Table, breaking so quickly, al- 
most seemed to have gotten away from 
Willie Shoemaker, and he was clocked in 
:22 for the first quarter, which comes off 
a hill into the infield. Shoemaker then 
slowed down the pace a bit. going the half 
in :4585, 6 furlongs in 1:09445, and the 
mile in 1:3345,. 

As he passed the stands the first time. 
Round Table was on top by 4 lengths. On 
the backstretch. where Willie slowed the 
pace, the remainder of the field closed 
the gap gradually. On the far turn *Anxi- 
ous Moment, which had been second most 
of the way. drew within 2 lengths. and 
that was the signal for Shoemaker to let 
Round Table loose. 

Round Table quickly opened a lead of 
5 lengths at the top of the home stretch. 
and then Shoemaker, just to let his mount 
know the race was not over yet, tapped 
him once, very lightly. At about the. six- 
teenth-pole, Shoemaker began looking 
around, and he eased Round Table to a 
gallop near the wire.

much weight for the San Juan Capistrano 
that he will have to pass it up. 

“[ would like very much to race Round 
Table at Hollywood Park this summer.”

ability to pack weight and travel all over 
the country and win. think he’s the 
greatest horse the U. S. has ever had.

The 3-Year-Olds 


In mid-week, Santa Anita had at- 
traction that almost stole the spotlight 
away from Round Table.

It was *Ole Fols’ fifth-straight victory. 
and *Tomy Lee couldn’t have run_ into 
a sharper colt if he had tried. *Ole Fols 
had been improving ever since last fall.

at Tanforan. set a new track record there 
for one mile. and turned in the fastest 
mile-and-70-vard race of the meeting. In 
his first start at Santa Anita. before de- 
feating *Tomy Lee, *Ole Fols set a new

of the gate, and *Tomy Lee quickly took 
command from Monk’s Hood and Win- 
some Winner, and was half a length in 
front when *Ole Fols drove up on the 
rail. 

*Ole Fols shoved his head to the front,

*Tomy Lee. carrying 126 pounds, first 
began showing signs of weakening. *Ole 
Fols, with an impost of 118, gradually 
widened his lead until he turned for home 
with a 2-length margin. Shoemaker, riding 
*Tomy Lee, made one more desperate bid. 
He rallied *Tomy Lee. and the colt an- 
swered with everything he had. cutting 
the gap to a length before weakening 
again. Shoemaker did not press him for 
something that was not there. In the run 
to the wire. *Ole Fols drew away with 
ease to win by 24 lengths in 1:2225 for 
7 furlongs. 

*Ole Fols’ stablemate. Finnegan, which 
had started very slowly and spotted his 
rivals many lengths. closed a tremendous 
gap to finish third. Off his bold finish, 
many observers were inclined to rate 
Finnegan a better Derby prospect than 
*Ole Fols. 

*Ole Fols is named for MeCarthy’s 
good friend, Frank Folsom, chairman of 
the board of Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica. Finnegan is named for Bill Finne- 
gan. the 68-year-old trainer who has been 
associated with MeCarthy for 20 years.

Sharpsburg closed fastest 
of all, but the best he could do was to reduce 
*Petare’s final margin to three-quarters of a 
length. 

*Petare was bred in Argentina and raced there 
at 3 and 4, winning 2 races and placing in a minor 
clasico. He then was sent to Venezuela, where 
he won 29 races and earned 764,420 bolivars (at 
the current rate of exchange, about $225,000), be- 
coming the largest money winner in Venezuelan 
racing history. His last start in Venezuela was on 
January 4 when he won the 144-mile Clasico Carrera 
by a 12-length margin. 

*Petare’s sire Moslem raced in Argentina, where 
he won 10 races. He was not a top-flight performer, 
and *Petare is his only stakes winner. 

The fourth dam of *Petare, Parva, was a clasico 
winner and_ half-sister to Particula, a top-class 
winner and dam of the good filly Energica, winner 
of the Gran Premio Carlos Pellegrini. Parva is also 
a half-sister to Alfa, granddam of Ix. This is the 
family of Ante Diem, the most famous female family 
in the Argentine Stud Book.

Heath's farm. Ocala. Fla.. died Sunday. 
January 25, of injuries received 2 days 
hefore in a Miami traffic accident that 
already had taken the life of his wife 
Ethel.

Abe Hirschberg, 72. San Francisco real

any other man. 

When pari-mutuel betting was approved 
in California in 1934. Mr. Hirschberg 
began to assemble a racing stable. and 
during the next 20 years he owned many 
prominent horses. including Canina. Din- 
ner Gong. Bolero. Occupy. Berseem, Ad- 
miral Drake. Bullfighter, and Haltafire. 
All of these were purchased from other 
racing stables. and all proved profitable 
to him. 

Mr. Hirschberg usually sold his horses 
outright after their racing career, al- 
though he retained several shares in Ber- 
seem. Canina was sold to Mereworth 
Farm: Bolero. Occupy. and Admiral 
Diake were sold to syndicates: and Din- 
ner Gong was destroyed during his racing 
career, 

At the time of his death Mr. Hirschberg 
had only one horse in training. *Gilber. 
in the stable of Reginald Cornell at Santa 
Anita Park. 


John McKeon 


John McKeon, retired oilman and one 
of the major Thoroughbred breeders in 
California in the late 1920°s and_ early 
1930°s. died in Long Beach. Calif... on 
January 22. He was 85. 

A native of Beaver Creek. Minn... Mr. 
McKeon grew up in South Dakota. where 
he met and became a friend of Theodore 
Roosevelt. and during the Spanish-Amer- 
ican War he served in Roosevelt's Rough 
Riders. 

Early in the century Mr. McKeon went 
to California and entered the oil business. 
With his brother, Paul McKeon, he opened 
the Maricopra-Taft oilfield. and Jeter was 
successful in drilling for oil in both Cali- 
fornia and Canada. He sold his McKeon 
Oil Company to the Richfield Oil Cor- 
poration for $4.500.000. and served the 
latter company as general manager for 
several years. 

Early in the 1920°s Mr. McKeon estab- 
lished Meadowbrook Farm at 
Calif. He purchased the stallions Bon 
Homme and *Bistouri. and during the 11 
years from 1925-1936 he bred the stakes 
winners Alexander Pantages. Good and 
Hot. Sharp Thoughts. Bonny Grafton. 
Frisky Matron. Loversall. Beckoned. Mar- 
ceita. Bon Amour. San Luis Rey. and 
Mintouri. Almost all of these raced for 
MecKeon’s Meadowbrook Stable. 

In the 1930°s Mr. McKeon bred a num- 
her of horses in partnership with C. EF.

AAEP Convention 
By Dan M. Bowmar III 


More than 170 veterinarians gathered in 
Chicago on December 15-16 for the fourth 
annual convention of the American Asso- 
ciation of Equine Practitioners. Twenty- 
five speakers addressed the group during 
2 days and nights of meetings, including 
panel discussions on surgical treatment 
of tendinitis and orthopedic surgery in 
the horse. 

Dr. Edwin Churchill. of Centreville, 
Md.. retiring AAEP president, presided 
and presented a report on the group’s 
activities during the year. At the close 
of the convention Brig. Gen. Wayne Kes- 
ter. of Denver, Colo.. assumed the presi- 
dency. a position to which he was elected 
at the 1957 convention. Chosen president- 
elect was Dr. Jordan Woodcock, of Rye. 
N. Y., who served as program chairman 
for the 1958 convention. Dr. M. B. Teig- 
land. of Miami, Fla.. was elected secretary- 
treasurer. Dr. Marion Scott, of Akron, 
Ohio, was renamed executive secretary. 

The association’s major decision at the 
business session which closed the conven- 
tion was to establish a standing committee 
to “develop a close working relationship 
with the Grayson Foundation.” The mem- 
bers unanimously approved a_ resolution 
to donate $250 to the Grayson Foundation. 
and also to urge all of their clients to 
support equine research through gifts to 
the foundation. Chairman of the commit- 
tee which is to work with the foundation 
is Dr. Horace N. Davis, of Lexington, for- 
mer AAEP president. Other members are 
Dr. Churchill, Dr. Woodcock, Dr. Teig- 
land, General Kester. and Dr. William 
Reed. 

Only other major matter of business was 
the site of future conventions. For the last 
5 years the group has met in Chicago in 
December. A number of the veterinarians 
complained of the December weather in 
Chicago, but a motion to move to Miami 
was beaten by 11 votes. The 1959 conven- 
tion will be held in Chicago on Decem- 
ber 14-15-16. 

Below are portions of Dr. Churchill’s 
annual report and abstracts of the papers 
presented during the first half of the con- 
vention. Additional abstracts will be pub- 
lished next week. 


Dr. Churchill 


During the last year I have represented 
the AAEP at various gatherings around 
the country, including the convention of 
the National Association of State Racing 
Commissioners, the Jockey Club Round 
Table, and the convention of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations. The pri- 
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mary matter which I stressed at all of 
these was the need for more money for 
research into equine diseases. At the 
NASRC the primary stress was upon 
doping and drug detection. which I first 
found to be somewhat disappointing. but 
which upon reconsideration I realized was 
necessary. These men are charged with 
the responsibility of regulating racing. 
and it is natural that their interest in 
equine diseases should be less than in 
drug detection. 

At Saratoga my question was brought 
up late in the day, and there was little 
discussion. At the TRA convention I had 
an exceptionally good reception. The 
track owners and managers. of course. 
have no ax to grind with the veterinar-

ians, and they seemed quite willing to do 
anything which they could to advance 
horse research. I also had a long talk 
with Clarkson Beard, president of the 
Grayson Foundation, and I believe that 
the AAEP and the Grayson Foundation 
can do a great deal by working together. 


Panel on Orthopedic Surgery 


Participants: Dr. D, D. Delahanty, pro- 
fessor of surgery, Cornell University; Dr. 
Jacques Jenny, associate professor of vet- 
erinary surgery, University of Pennsyl- 
vania; Dr. William Reed, practitioner, 
Elmont, N. Y.; and Dr. J. D. Wheat, pro- 
fessor of veterinary medicine and surgery, 
University of California. 


Dr. Delahanty spoke on “Aspects of 
Diagnosis and X-Ray,” and Dr. Reed and 
Dr. Wheat discussed techniques of ortho- 
pedic surgery. Each of these papers was 
directed to a professional audience. How- 
ever, Dr. Wheat offered a few comments 


on the success of orthopedic surgery at 
the University of California’s School of 
Veterinary Medicine. He reported 50 per 
cent recoveries—that is, recoveries suffi- 
cient to allow a return to racing—on sesa- 
moid fractures, with a 75 per cent recov- 
ery rate on more recent cases. He said 
that relatively few operations had been 
performed at the University of California 
upon carpal (knee) fractures, but of the 
7 cases on which he had data, 3 had re- 
turned to racing successfully, one had gone 
wrong in the other leg, and 3 still were 
recuperating. 


Dr. Jenny spoke on “Indications and 
Contra-indications,” terms which he said 
he preferred to more common designa- 
tions “practical and impractical.” A part 
of his paper is given below. 


Dr. Jenny 


Bone surgery has gone forward very 
quickly in recent years, but if it is to 
continue to go forward the relationship 
between insurance companies and_veter- 
inarians must be changed. Many efforts 
to advance in this field have been under- 
mined by insurance men. As you know, 
in the past almost all fracture cases have 
been destroyed. We now agree that all 
fractures do not require destruction. To 
illustrate the problem, I would like to 
discuss briefly both fractures of the long 
bone and of the small bone. 

Much work needs to be done on the 
long bone. At the present time, the insur- 
ance companies are interested in this work 
only if the amount of insurance is very 
large. A couple of years ago there was 
a horse which had been insured for a 
million and a quarter dollars which suf- 
fered a serious long bone fracture. The 
insurance companies in that case were 
very interested in doing all they could to 
save the horse. We would have been much 
better off, of course, if we had had more 
experience in such work previously. Tech- 
nique and results in the field of human 
medicine and in the small animal field 
have advanced because of the opportunity 
to learn from a large number of cases. 

I know that there are problems. One 
of the biggest problems is to develop 
a first-aid splint which can be put on 
quickly while the horse is on the track. 
This should eliminate protests from hu- 
mane societies, and it also should be well 
received by the tracks, because nothing 
will reduce the pleasure of an afternoon 
at the races quicker than seeing a horse 
destroyed on the track. Anesthesia has 
been a big problem, but that is rapidly 
being overcome by new anesthetic agents 
and by new techniques. 

We members of the AAEP should ask 
the insurance people to let us try ortho- 
pedic surgery upon horses with long-bone 
fractures. The horse may still have to be 
destroyed, but at least we have gained 
valuable experience. If we save only one

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of each 100 cases. we have saved one more 
than under the present system. 

Small bone fractures do not constitute 
as great an engineering problem as do 
long bone fractures. but there still is con- 
fusion in the veterinary profession as to 
what is feasible and what is not feasible. 
The insurance companies separate the 
feasible and infeasible operations accord- 
ing to the amount of insurance. There 
are a number of conditions which I think 
should be corrected by surgery rather than 
by methods which we now use. Certainly 
included in this group are fractures of 
the third carpal bone. If these fractures 
are operated on by the tenth day—later 
operations have less chance for success 
because of arthritic changes—I believe 
that the percentage of recoveries could be 
improved greatly. 

The fact operation will not 
bring a horse back to top racing form does 
not mean that the operation should not 
he performed. Many things once thought 
impractical now are accepted procedures.

Many of the diseases which can be 

transmitted from the horse to man have 
been controlled. but dangers still exist. 
Strangely. the disease which first comes 
to mind, encephalomyelitis. is not a par- 
ticular threat. Data show that the horse. 
like man, is a terminal source. That is. a 
mosquito cannot bite a horse suffering 
from encephalomyelitis and then transfer 
the disease to man. Birds are the danger- 
ous carriers of Eastern and Western en- 
cephalomyelitis. the 2 types found in the 
U.S. The Venezuelan encephalomyelitis. 
which multiplies better in mammals than 
in birds. can be transmitted by contact. 
hut fortunately we have been able to keep 
this disease out of the U.S. up to now. 
very serious disease in) which the 
horse can play a more important role is 
leptospirosis. although swine. hogs. and 
cattle are the primary offenders. One case 
was reported recently in which someone 
contracted the disease by swimming in a 
creek in which a mule with leptospirosis 
had died a short time before. 

Ringworm. of course. is a diseese com- 
mon to both man and horse, although the 
fungus species most common in the horse 
does not appear in man. However. the 
canine type which does affect man is be- 
coming more common in the horse. 

Anthrax and rabies are 2 other diseases 
which occur in horse and man. Fortunate- 
ly, neither is widely 


prevalent among 


horses. but extreme care must be exer- 
cised when they do occur. 

Actually, in the field of viruses there 
undoubtedly are many more relationships 
between the diseases of man and_ the 
horse which will be discovered. The fact 
that the horse is not a serious threat to 
public health does not eliminate the need 
for considerably more research on equine 
diseases. 


Infected Mares 


Dr. William McGee, of Lexington, on 
“Problems Involving Infected Mares and 
Their Treatment”: 


I think that there are 3) primary steps 
in fertility work with broodmares. First 
is an evaluation of the mare’s present 
breeding condition: second is a manual 
examination of the genital tract; and 
third is a recommendation for treatment 
and management.

When a veterinarian treats a mare for 
a number of years, he can accumulate 
such records for himself. However, the 
first time you are called in to examine 
a mare with a poor producing record, 
facts such as I have mentioned often 
give you a valuable guide. The owner who 
keeps such records is helping both him- 
self and the veterinarian, and if we en- 
courage mare owners to do this it will 
make the job easier. 

The previous breeding record can be 
particularly helpful in those cases in 
which the mare previously has been pro- 
nounced in foal after 50 days but later is 
found to be barren. In cases where I learn 
of this type of trouble I begin adminis- 
tering progesterone about the 50th day 
and continue it right through the preg- 
nancy. This type of treatment often will 
allow a mare which previously had abort- 
ed regularly to carry a foal the full eyele. 

Another very important record, of 
course, is an accurate account of a mare’s 
heat periods. If estrus occurs on a regular 
schedule, it is a good indication that the 
ovaries are functioning properly. And in 
this connection I would like to ask race 
track veterinarians to be as cautious as 
possible in the administration of male 
hormones to fillies at the race track. The 
establishment of a regular cycle as soon 
as possible is very important with maiden 
mares. and those fillies whose cycle has 
been altered with the injection of hor- 
mones at the track often prove difficult 
to get in foal during their first year back 
at the farm. 

(The remainder of Dr. McGee's paper

Responsibility of Veterinary Schools 


At the convention’s annual banquet Dr. 
R. E. Rebrassier, of Ohio State Univer- 
sity’s College of Veterinary Medicine and 
now president of the American Veteri- 
nary Medical Association, spoke on the 
role of equine practice in the field of 
veterinary medicine. A portion of his 
speech follows. 


Pioneer work in veterinary medicine 
and surgery was accomplished with the 
horse, and these early contributions were 
the very foundation upon which our pro- 
fession has built. 

A historical fact. presented by Dr. Clif- 
ford Eby, of Washington State College. 
indicates the tremendous influence the 
horse has had upon our profession. The 
death of Eclipse in 1789. because of ne- 
glect and improper attention, aroused the 
nobility and they caused the establishment 
of a school comparable with other fields 
of medicine.

course, to make adjustments, but we be- 
came too drastic in our reaction. We made 
changes in curriculum and failed to ex- 
plore the possibilities of equine practice. 
Many went so far as to discourage young 
men from entering the profession. 

Looking forward to the future of equine 
practice, | believe our national, state. and 
local associations. and also the schools 
of veterinary medicine, have a vital re- 
sponsibility in promoting this phase of 
veterinary medicine. The AVMA should 
assume the leadership in promoting 
equine practice. It should insist upon ade- 
quate programming at the annual conven- 
tions and should encourage the constituent 
associations to consider this phase of vet- 
erinary medicine in planning their annual 
programs. 

The AVMA, through its council on edu- 
cation, should insist that the schools of 
veterinary medicine provide adequate in- 
struction in equine diseases. Most schools 
of veterinary medicine do not use the 
horse as a pattern in anatomy but utilize 
either the dog or the cow. As previously 
stated. our schools were too hasty in re- 
vising their curriculum as it affected the 
horse. We should not over-emphasize this 
but should 
recognize its potentialities and train our 
undergraduates so that they are capable 
to practice this facet of our profession.

Grayson Foundation Report 


The Grayson Foundation recently issued 
its report for the fiscal year 1957-58. 
President Clarkson Beard said the founda- 
tion showed an operating surplus of $22.- 
833.88 for the last year, as compared 
with a deficit of $13.289.36 for the pre- 
vious year. “This is most encouraging.” 
Beard commented. “but our finances are 
still far below the minimum required for 
an adequate research program.” 

Only research project maintained by 
the foundation during the last year was a 
study of virus abortion and related viruses 
of equine influenza, conducted by Dr.

Evidence was obtained by testing blood 
samples that America have 
been infected by an A-type’ influenza 
virus similar to the A-equine-Prague-56 
strain that was isolated recently from 
horses in Europe.

The horses inocu- 
lated did not have fever or other evident 
illness. They did, however, develop anti- 
body against the A-type influenza virus. 
In Europe. the virus caused a_ febrile 
disease accompanied by respiratory ca- 
tarrh, cough, and complicating bacterial 
infections. Additional investigation — is 
necessary to determine the nature of the 
disease caused by the virus. An A-type 
influenza virus has been obtained from 
other sources for this purpose. 


inoculation of horses. 


There are three distinct viruses 
that have been identified as causing res- 
piratory disorders of horses. The diseases 
are: rhinopneumonitis which is primarily 
a febrile respiratory catarrh, arteritis 
which is a systemic disease accompanied 
by respiratory catarrh and other signs. 
and influenza which is caused by a virus 


now 


liaving characteristics common to the in- 
fluenza viruses that infect man and swine. 
Both the rhinopneumonitis arteritis 
viruses cause abortion. Each of the three 
viruses is being maintained for study by 
investigators working under sponsorship 
of the Grayson Foundation. 

All subsequent phases of this report 
deal with research on rhinopneumonitis 
and the virus causing the disease. This 
virus was the cause of the first “virus 
abortion” identified and was the 
virus studied as “influenza” at the Gray- 
son Foundation Laboratory in Maryland. 


also 


It was shown in controlled experiments 
last year that killed virus vaccine did not 


provide a useful protection of young 
horses against experimental rhinopneu- 


monitis infection. Data accumulated over 
a 16-year period indicated that the killed 
virus vaccines had little influence on the 
incidence of abortion in central Kentucky. 
In light of these findings. research on 
killed virus vaccines has been abandoned 
and efforts have been directed to de- 
veloping a vaccine prepared live 


virus propagated in hamsters. This choice 
has been made, even though the killed 
virus vaccines excite a mild antibody re- 
sponse in mature horses. 

Two experiments conducted this year 
demonstrated that weanling horses were 
selidly immune, 3 or 4 weeks after intra- 
nasal injection of live hamster propagated 
virus. Another experiment demonstrated 
that the immunity resulting from vaccina- 
tion with the hamster propagated virus 
liad waned sufficiently in 10 to 14 weeks 
for reinfection by intranasal challenge. 
Also. it is known from experiences on 
local farms that young horses may become 
infected again 4 to 6 months after having 
natural infection. It is evident that a 
strong and durable immunity does not 
fellow the disease. Observations on natural 
occurrence of the disease indicates that 
horses often are infected as sucklings or 
weanlings. again as yearlings. and again 
when beginning training or racing. After 
their episode at training stables or tracks 
they seem relatively resistant. It appears 
as if both repeated infection and aging 
are necessary for establishing serviceable 
refractivity to respiratory infection. The 
absence of symptoms of respiratory 
disease. the very mild systemic reaction, 
or absence of systemic reaction in mares 
with known prior experience with the 
virus support this possibility.

pagated virus aborted. This finding is 
encouraging for use of live virus for 
immunizing pregnant mares. Inoculation 
of 39 mares with pathogenic unmodified 
virus a few years ago indicated that there 
was no great chance of abortion resulting 
from inoculation when mares were 2 to 4 
months in gestation. Abortion from nat- 
ural infection has not been observed dur- 
ing July and August and has not been 
observed prior to 5 months gestation. 
Very few abortions have occurred prior 
to the seventh month of gestation. All 
evidence, therefore. indicates that preg- 
nant mares may be vaccinated with modi- 
fied live virus in early pregnancy with a 
high degree of safety. The vaccine there- 
fore requires selecting or modifying a 
strain of virus that stimulates a vigorous 
immune response. but one of sufficiently 
low invasiveness that it will not cause 
abortion when administered to pregnant 
mares. 

It is evident that a vaccine for rhino- 
pneumonitis that produces a strong and 
durable immunity cannot be produced. 
A durable immunity does not result from 
the natural disease. It is expected that 
some degree of reinfection of the respira- 
tory tract may occur between 4 and 8 
months in horses of any age. Resistance 
to infection that may result in abortion 
is expected to be longer. To be useful 
to the racing stable and breeder. immuni- 
zation must take the course of planned 
veccination-infection designed to keep 
horses in a high state of refractivity dur- 
ing periods in which losses the 
disease occur. It must be timed so that 
young horses receive a series of vaccina- 
ticns prior to training and racing and 
during rest periods. Vaccination of mares 
must be initiated during early stages of 
gestation and timed for a high state of 
refractivity during the most susceptible 
periods of pregnancy. and for a_ high 
state of refractivity during the late fall

Red Jones’ Record

On October 21 at Cranwood Park, a 5-furlong 
track near Cleveland, the 77-year-old horse Red 
Jones ran a quarter-mile in 21% seconds, cutting 
1/20 second from the record set by Bob Wade in 
Butte, Mont., on August 20, 1890. The North 
American record for a quarter-mile is :204, set 
by Big Racket at the Hipodromo de las Americas 
in Mexico City on February 5, 1945.
